M e c h a n i c * W a n t e d . 
E d ito r H e r a l d : —I was su rp rised to 
tind in y este rd a y ’s Times, Ja n u a ry lttth, 
an article, ev id en tly ed ito rial, en titled 
*'M o‘hADics Want**»!.’’ 
The above artiulo is. iu m odern lan­ 
guage, neither more nor less, than a 
huge chestnut. 
Our Unions are accused of spreading 
the statem ent that the city has all the 
mechauics we need, and th at mure have 
thus been kept away. 
The C arpenter, 
for January, our official paper, publish­ 
ed iu Philadelphia, w ith a circulation of 
21,000, states that work in Loa Angeles 
it f a ir , and quotes wages from $3 to 
$4.50 per day. This is the method we 
have used to keep men away. 
For th e benefit of those who do not 
understand the object of our Union, I 
will give you the second article of our 
constitution. 
A r t ic l e 2. S».-c. 1.—The objects of 
our brotherhood are to rescue our trade 
fr*tu the low level to which it has fall­ 
en, and by mutual effort to place our­ 
selves ou a 
foundation, 
sufficiently 
strong to prevent further encroach­ 
ments, to discourage piece work, to re­ 
establish an apprentice system, to en­ 
courage a higher standard ot skill, to 
cultivate feelings of friendship among 
the men of the craft, toassis each other 
to secure employment, to reduce the 
hours of daily labor, to secure adequate 
pay for our work, to furnish aid iu case 
of death or sickness, etc , and above all, 
to elevate by legal and proper means, 
the moral, intellectual and social condi­ 
tion of our members. 
W ith such a constitution, what poos i- 
ble object could we have in keeping men 
away, unless work is actually scarce or 
the town over crowded, as iu Los An­ 
geles, which is the same thing. 
As to 
noQ-Uui j u men,"we have nothing to do 
with them , we only recognize them as 
men whoyare too cowardly to organize 
for their ow n protection. 
Hut 1 notice 
they are always ready to reap the bene­ 
fits gained by onr Unions. 
Uniou is strength, and had we no 
Unions employers would pay much lower 
wages, we would gradually drift bick to 
the old tim e twelve-hour systim when 
men weru treated little better than ani­ 
mals. 
I remember the time when men were 
almost afraid to speak to th eir employ 
era. 
1 have known them to stand and 
be cursed. 
Hunger stared them in the 
face, 
liid they dare to look cross eyed 
their occupation would be gone. 
At 
th at time there was no Union to tiad 
them employ incut, or to keep the wolf 
from the:r Moor until something turned 
up. 
Non Union men know this as well 
as I do, and it is astonishing to see them 
come to th e Union when times get a lit­ 
tle hard. 
There are not less than 200 idle car­ 
penters in Los Angeles to-day, while 
many have left the cuy this last week.
